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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . It is noted that the specification, claims and abstract most current in the application are 
the ones filed 24 August 2004 in response to the Notice to File Corrected Application Papers 
dated 13 April 2004. As such, examination is being conducted with respect to the papers filed 24 
August 2004. While the papers filed 07 July 2004 were entered, they do not constitute the most 
recent papers and should be resubmitted in another amendment for examination, if desired, to 
avoid confusion. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. It is noted that references US 5,501 ,363 and US 5,076,433 were lined through on the IDS 
form filed 28 April 2005 insofar as the first reference was listed previously in an IDS and the 
second reference is a duplicate of the reference two lines above. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings filed 07 July 2004 are objected to insofar as they are not in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) which requires one of the headings "Replacement Sheet", "New Sheet" or 
"Annotated Sheet" to be present at the top of each page. 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .84(h)(5) because Figure 10 show(s) 
modified forms of construction in the same view. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 
37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing 
on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.
